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A MALIGNED GOVERNOR.

So far as we can see, he was the anly man 
who kept his head. ‘he Daily Telegraph 
says his language was “i 
deplorable Vaily Mail chimes in with the 
opinion that it was “a deplorable blunder”, 
and the American papers, naturaliy, went 
to greater lengths. ‘he New York Post 
called the Enelish Governor “a glorified 
beadle’? who was ‘off his heal’: the 
New York Sun frankly dubbed him fool. 
Even with the full text of both letters 
before them, there are British organs of 
public opinion still attacking him, on the 
principle, doubtless, that a man who is 
“down” is unlikely to hit back. Cet us 
sift the newly arrived informition, and let 
us reason together. Briefly, what happened 
was this. Rear-Admiral Davis was ordered 
from Cuba to Jamaica as soon ag news of 
the terrible disast-r was confirmed. Qn his 
arrival with two battleships at Kingston, 
gome time after the worst was over, he it 
remembered, there was wo salute. The 
Governor had decided that the thundering 
of guns might further discompose hia 
nerve-shattered people. That is jwint 
number one in favour of the Englishman. 
There are times when cfficial ceremonies, 
even apart from pos-ible j-rictical objections, 
tany appear a inere llpertinence. This was 
one of them. The absence of the salute was 
explained to the American adtuiral, who was 
thanked for coming, but advised that there 
was now na need for his in:ervention.

This “true friend ta the @hir ese 
Revolutionists,” put-lished in Japan, makes 
us feela little ashamed. ‘There are? it 
gees on, “in this world, thanks to the 
immensity of the universe, a certain kind of 
bigots left existing who look at. an ey, and 
at once persi:t upon to say it isa ben's egg 
and nothing else, whereas thee take no tine 
to think that a tortuis: can lay eygs, or even 
a snake does same.” So, with rezard to the 
Chinese revolution in embrvo, the mockers, 
ourselves iycluded, are chided for “ persist- 
ing upon to repest same erroveots premise 
ofa syllogism. The Chinvse Revolutionists, 
with their formidable olject in prospect, 
after ten years’ painstaking im_hart- 
corroding preparations, [so Sir Rorerr 
Hazr is in some way implicated >] are now 
coming up to the stage to perform their 
vital act.”

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE. REFORT. 


RAILWAY NOTES, 

To thoss who go further afield than the usual 
Sunday walk into the New Territory the 
Progress made with the railway undertaking 
appears very striking. Of course the Shatin 
valley has been completely transformed by the 
embankment raised thers and by the operations 
at the mouth of the taoel. The ba-ing of the 
tunnel is really a stupandocs uodertaking, and 
sesing the little that has been dane after mouths 
of incesssot toil the layman may ba pardoned if 
he allows a doubt to cross his mind that the 
accomplishment of this great eogineering feat 
will bs realised in the tims specitied. However, 
doubt as he may, he will be pleased to note tha 
erneral activity which prevails all along the 
route, Getting beyond ‘I'aipo he will be further 
gladdened to see the long str-teh of earthwork 
that has been raised from there almost to tha 
frontier. A service road has bean laid alongside 
for the convenience of tho staff, and as it afford« 
facilities for travel and transit which are not 
found on the existing tracks between places the 
villagers have come to make ita sort of public 
highway. It also enables the visitor to see the 
amouut of work that has bean done, and to 
gain a bstter ides of ths country through which 
the line will pass. 

It is noticeable in several places that some 
pieces of P.W.D. work have been altered, in 
some cases abandon d. and near Sheung Shar 
embankments have been built almost to the 


edge of the stream, leaving no room 
fur the abutments of the bridges. That 
is the reason given when the visitor 
asks why the coolies ara pulliog down 


part of the earthwork that ha< been raised with 
so much labour. An interesting featura of the 
ronte at this partis the borrow pits alongside. 
The earth to form the embinkoent has baen 
dug ont, laiving large pits which are filled with 
water. Tbix plays ao important part io the 
irrigation of the paddy fields, the mutual 
advantages baing very apparent. -Thesa pita run 
along the lina to its present terminus which is 
about two miles from -amchun. Altogether a 
leugth of about eight milea of earthwork has 
been comp‘eted here, Chinese coolies are of 
course priucipally engaged in the work, but 
thereare many Indians employed also. Indians 
supervise the brick kiln near Taipo, and about 
a mile beyond that is a camp of big strapping 
fellows from the Punjaub who are engaged ina 
big catling nair there. 

The pictaresque bul primitive “bullock team 
and waggon are daily seen on the roads coavey- 


ing material from the wharf in Tidal Cove. and 
on all bands bogeys oa rails, iron girders, 
sleepers, and Fo on, ara seen, teliing their tale of 
serious work and pointing to the time when the 
loc-motive will rush through the peacefal 
valley to jerk the inhabitants in an almost 4th 
dimensional manner from the I7th to 2uth 
century. 


ANOTHER FIRE. 


Another fire occurred on March lst 
and, singularly enough, it was on premiges 
adjacent to the scene of the recent fatal fire in 
Tuog Loi Laos. The alarm was received at 
the Central Police Station at 3.30 and ia a very 
fuw minutes the Brigade turned out under 
Chief-Inspector Baker. On arrival it was 
found that the two buildings, ona in Tnog Loi 
Lane and the other in New Market Street, 
which are back to back, wera enveloped in 
flames and as the area is a very congested one 
considerable alarm prevailed. Inthe shops was 
a quantity of matting and this burned very 
fiercely, so thatin a short time the ground floor 
was completely consumed. The firemen were 
however «ble to keep the cvoflagration from 
assaming very large proportivas, and though 
the fire continued to burn until well on in the 
day, it required little atteation he houses 
in both stre«ts were compl-tely gutted, bat on 
this occasion the fokis on the first floors aod the 
people in the family houses abave were able to 
‘make their escape. 

The circumstances of the outbreak are re 
garded as suspicious, and about a dozen people 
have been detained pending enqairies. Only 
three days ago the mast r of the premises in 
Tung Loi Lane insured the shop and stock

AUTHORITATIVE D&TAILS 


Oo Fab. 27th we announsed that informs- 
tion had resoned the Colony of the wreck of - 
a Freach steamer near Hainan Head. The 
steamer i; the Hongkong (not the Hatlan as 
was at first reported). The Hongkong lett 
this port oa the 19th inst. via Kwong-chow-wan, 
Hoihow and Pakhoi for Haiphong ; and, after 
leaving tha first namet port, encountered severe 
weather with thick mist, such as is not usually 
experienced at this time of the year, with the 
result that the vessel went some three or four 
miles out of her course and sirack a reef or 
rock somewhere abreast of Mofu Hill. 

Immediately the ve<eal was felt to strike, 
Captain Corvil order-d tha engines full speed 
astern. and the //oavkong eventually osme off and 
the aachor was let go. The ohiaf officer, how. 
ever, apon gring balow noticed that the shi 
was making water fast in the after hold, fe 
ruooiag furward, got the snchor up again, and 
the vess+l was hasded for the shore, where she 
was comfortably beached. = 

The ficst news of tha wreck reached Mostra. 


Marty & Go.'a agant at Hoihow oa! the 
night of Sanday, the 2tth inst, by two 
Chinese svrilors who had walked “ovetland 


to that port, a distance of soma fifty m les. 
These bronght intimation that the pass ngors 
—f whom there were seven, inolading siz 
French priests—ind tha crew had bon safely 
lands by m-ans of a life-line, while the Captain 
and his officers were standing by the vessel. 

Oo ‘fonday morning s.s. Hanoi of the same 
Vine arrived in Hoihow, carrying the mails from 
Haiphong for Hongkong and intermadiate ports, 
Daring hershort stay at Hoihow her command. 
erc—Captain P. Merlees -recoived in«trnctions 
to proce-d to the wreck of the Hongkong and 
report. going as close as might b+ consistent with 
the safety of bis own vassel; but, asthe ‘Hanoi 
was carrying the mails, to lose no time 
in the endeavour to render  asaretance. 
The Huror therefore left Hoihow beford 9 
a.m. oo Monday, and rounded Hainan Head 
Baoy at 11.25 am., experiencing a stroug wind 
from N.E. by E. with thick rainy weather 4nd 
a heavy dirty swell, which told of bad weather 
gone bafore. 

The s,s. //ongkong was observed on the east 
‘ride of the reef pointing out abreast of Mofa 
Hill, with her stern well down and fore part on 
shore- apparently water logged aft. Her 
exact position was found to be 9 miles W. } 
VN. (Mignetic) from Mofa Point. The Hanat - 
upon reaching the vicinity of soil wreok 
went slowly and endevoured to geét into 
communication with the Hongkong, but, owing 
to the thick weather and the heavy sea ruaning * 
which debarred the former from ap roaching 
within less thau 34 miles of the stranded vessel, 
the attempt had to be abindoned. 

From a general view of the wreck, the 
breakers seomel to affec: her but little, aa 
she lay with rocks ontside her fending off 
the swell. I: should be an easy task in oalmer 
weather to avoid the long reef which lies to the 
eastward of the Hongkong's position and get to 
her, as she lies, from two t» three miles off Mofu 
Point, and the vessel should prove an easy sal- 
vage when htr cargo has buen jettisonet or dis- 
charged, though according to her C»ptain’s re- 
port her bottom, astero, has been seriously 
damaged. When the Hanui left Hoihow on Mon- 
day for the scene of the disxster, a distance of 39 
miles, janks had alreidy been engaged there to 

roceed to the Hougkong and receive her cargo: 
a with the heavy weather prevailing at the 
time, they were unable to leave Hoihow. 

The Hongkong is a steel scrow steamer of 
1.208 tons gross and 1,176 nett register, built ia 
Sanderiand in '893 for the Compagaie de N wi- 
gation Tonkinoise, and registered at Marsel:los, 
Her command-r, Cap'ain Cor-il, has been in - 
charge of her only about five months. having 
resigned the position of secood captain in tha 
Messageries Maritimes to join Mesars Marty's 
service. Har chief offi er, Mi: Cornelinssen, and 
chief engineer, Me. Harms, are respectively 
Norwegian and German. 

This is the second steamer of the Marty line 
which has met with a mishap almost upon the 
same spot, as it will recar to some people that 
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the ss. Hothow, some time ago, went ashore 
near Hainan Head; and, in the endeavour to get 
heroff, she sank and had to be abandoned. 

The French Naval authorities have placed 
the cruiser Alger at the disposal of Meders. 
Marty & Co., for salvage operations, and this

warship left .Hougkong yesterday for 
soene of the wreck with all the pumping 
other gear considered necessary.

THE HONGKONG WEEKLY PRESS AND 


A CHINESE INSURANCE POLICY. 


The following remarkable document, which 
was entored as an exhibit in a caso which came 
before the Chief Justice on Feb. 27th, attracted 
considerable attention in Court. It is the 

| policy form of a Chinese insurance company, 
and reads :— 
“Insurance Policy No. 35,120 under character 
Fook (in half characters). 

(We) have hereby insured under policy 35,120, 
character Fook,O Yan-taai respectable firm's cost 
of goods to the exact amount of $40,000. The 


rate of premium for No. 3 safety 
insurance is $3 per $!,000. Total amount 
of insurance premium is $1,200. These 


'geods are to be shipped and carried by the 
‘Chinese steamer called Macau to the.,..., firm 
which sails from Hongkong to the port of 
Amoy. All matters of No. 3 safety policy are 
to be carried out aecording to the rules of our 
company's policy in Kioglish. This is proof. 

Particulars, per s.s. Macau to Amoy. The 
hulk, machinery, fixtures and apparatus of the 
ship Macau, all complete. are estimated to be at 
the cost of £95,000 exactly. Aftar deducting 
the $40,000 insured by this company, the 
[remaining $55,000 are to be insured by the 
shipowner himself who shall not effect an 
insurance elsewhere. It is distinotly agreed 
that the ship's arrival and anchoring at A noy 
will be the end.” 

The policy is chopped by the company's 
chop. A marginal entry reads: Whenever 
it is insured for No. 3 safety, it must be a 
total oe of the ship before indemnity can 


paid. 

Tt will be observed that the first part of the 
policy deals with the insurance of goods to be 
shipped by the steamer, while the particulars 
set forth that it is the steamer the company

HONGKONG HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


ANNUAL SHOW, 


—_—_— * 

The two days’ show promoted by the Hong- 
kong Horticul'ural society opened on Feb. 26. 
As before, a portion of the Botanioal Gardens 
was set aside for it and hore, under a covering 
of matting, wa: massed a large collection of 
flow-rs and vegetables, which was very creditable 
to the Colony and to the exhibitors. There oan 
now be no doubt that the aim of the promoters 
ix being realised A love for gardening is 
b-ing foster-d, and notwithstanding the 
limitations imposed by the peculiar oon- 
ditions which ob ain in the island hortical- 
tural pursuits are baiag attended with consider- 
able success. Thig was very apparent in the 
greatly increased oimber of entries received— 
absut doubla that of last year, and ia the im- 
proved quality of the exhibits. The advance all 
round was indee! remarkable, and on that result 
tha Society is entitled to congratalation. It is 
difficult to select a data for the show which will 
permit of all exhibits being seen at their best, 
and bearing that‘in mind the display of pot 
plints aol cut flowers was highly meritorious, 
in many respeots bing far superior to last y-ar's 
collection. Veg-tables, too, showed a remarkable 
advance. From Castle Peak Gardens there 
Were sage and broad beans, never before seen 
in Hongkoug, and from Ping Shan there came 
fice samples of potatoes, appropriately enough. 
growa by an [rishman, Sergt. Kerr. This is 
another illustration of th» potentialities of the 
N-w Territory. Other not-worthy f-atares of 
the show wera the English flowers growa aad 
showo in the Colony for the first time. The 
‘forget-me no's, daffodils, hyacinths, and sweet 
peas wars very b-aatiful indeed, aud many 
Were ths expreasions of delight to which their 
Bppearance gave rise. The competition 
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from being burnt to death. Ho said that on 
the morning in question he was awakened by 
the sound of a police whistle being violently 
blown in the street. He jumped out of bed 
and found the room full-of smoke. Not mach 
time was lost before the flames ate through 
the floor, and he started to leave the burning 
building. The main stairway leading to the 
street was on fire. There was a panio and the 
inmates of the floors below—he lived on the top 
floor—all made a rush for his flat to escape 
by the roof. Several snoceeted in doing ao 
whilst others m+t their death asceading the 
ladder. Ina very few minutes the trap-door 
was blocked by these fleeing persons. Witness 
worked his way to the top of the ladder and get, 
ting onthe roof, was the means of pulling six per- 
sons up through the trap-door. The flames wer 
then burning fiercely. Soon the ladder took 
fire, andit wasin dragging up the last person 
that he had his fingers burnt, There were 
eleven persons living on this floor and only 
five are alive now, six being killed in the fire. 

Further evidence was called concerning the 
provision of ladders for Chinese houses, and 
the jury then retired to consider the verdict. 

On returning into Court their verdict was 
delivered as follows:—We find that Fuk Kwan 
and seven others, male and female, died through 
misadventure, being burnt to death in a fire at 
No 8, Tung Loi | ane, whilst endeavouring to 
escape by the roof. We would recommend that. 
section 149 of the “ Public Health and Build- 
ings Ordinance of 1903,” with regard to fire 
escapes, be strictly enforced. z 


SHAMEEN (CANTON) MUNICIPAL 
COUNCIL. 


The report of the Shameen Municipal 

Council for the year 1906 is received for 
publication as follows :— 
- The Council begs to lay before landrenters 
and ratepayers the following report for the 
year 1906, with the accounts duly audited and 
to submit estimates for 1907. 

REVENUE.—The sum of $21,364.46 has bean 
collected during the year, being $110.89 lass 
than collected during 1905 and $445.54 less 
than the estimate, 

EXPENDITURE.—The sum of $19,000.46 has 
been expended on all accounts, which is 
$1,150.46 in excess of the estimate and is 
explained by the two items Patent Fire 
Extinguishers and Children’s Garden account, 
which were not provided for in the estimate. 

PoLicE.—The Force has been reorganized 
and somewhat augmented and consists of 
Superintendent Brimble, tergeant-Interpreter 
Ah-Yau, 3 Chinese Sergeants and 18 Lukongs. 
The sérvices of Indian Sergeants were dixpens- 
ed with, heing found unsuitable, Tho duties 
of the Police continue to be enhanced by the 
general increase of the population of the 
Concession but the present Force is 
adequate and has worked very satisfac- 
torily. It is with regret that the Council 
records the death of late Superinteadent 
Lindberg, who died on 9th June last, after 
having served during 34 years as Chief of 
Police in a most exemplary manner. The 
Council decided to erecta tombstone at its 
expense, on behalf of the community, in memory

BUILDING ORDIVYANCK LITIGATION. 

Judgmenta were delivered in the appeal and 
cross appeal'actions arising out of magisterial 
decisions under the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance. -In the first casa the appellant was 
Fung Chun-un, the respondents being the 
Building Authority.

The Puiene Judge in delivering his decision 
raid; This matter came before the Full Court 
by way of appeal on two cases stated by a 
Police Magistrate. 

The facts are shortly as follows :— 

On July 13th, 1906, a complaint was preferred 
at the Police Court by the Building Authori'y 
against Fong Chun-un ander sections 230 
and 259 of the Public Health and Building's 
Ordinance, (1 of 1903) charging him with 
neglecting to comply with the requirement of a 
notice dated Juve 29th, 1906, requiring him to 
remove certain illegal wrought iron partitions at 
Nos. 1,2 4 and 5 Hill Road. On the bearing 
of the said complaint. on Jnly 31st, 1906, the | 
Magistrate held that the notice was bad because ! 
it did not refer to the section of the Ordinance 
alleged to hava been contravened, but he con- 
vioted Fung Chun-un under Section 222 sub- 
section 1 of the same Ordinance for having com- 
menced the building of these partitions without 
having previously submitted proper plana tu the 
Building Authority and imposed a fine of S100, 
under section 259 of the Ordinance. No objection 
has been raised as to either of thesa decisions so 
for the purposes of this anpeal they stand. 

On October 16th, 19¢6, another complaint 
was preferred at ‘he Polina Court by the Build. 
ing Authority sgainst Fung Clun-an under 
section 220 of the Ordinance for that he did on 
September 16th, 1906, neglect to comply with 
the requirements of a notica dated September 
8th, 1906 (duly served on him) requiring him 
to remove the whole of these partitions which 
had been erected. in contravention of Section 
222. For the purposes of this appeal this 
notice must be taken to be inorder. It is 
admitted that the partitions were erected 
without the plans havicg been previously sub- 
mifted to the Building Authority and also that 
subsequently plans were submitted which have 
been dporoved. Thea matter came oo for 
hearing before the Magistrate and on behalf of 
Fung Chun-un it was contended that in con- 
sequence of the previous fine the matter was 
rei judieatd, “n November 13th, 1906, the 
Magistrate decided against the plea of 
res judtcata, so that one of the questions before 
this Court ie whether (hecanvio‘ion 0° July 3lst, 
1906, is or is not a bar to the complaint of 
October 16tb, 196, Having decided that point 
the Magistrate proceeded to consider the case, It 
was contended on behalf of the Building 
Authority that the infringement. of section 222 
of the Ordinance by having erected these parti- 
tions without previous submiesion of plans was 
a nuiganoe within section 229 of the Ordinance. 
The Magistrate however on November 2th. 
1906, decided that a nuisance under section 29 
is restricted to a contravention of the structural 
requirements of the Ordinance and diemizeed 
the complaint. The other question then for the 
decision of this Court is whether a contravention 
of section 222 ia anuisance within the meaning of 
section 229. Those are the facts as stated in the 
cases on which wa have to decide the points of 
law. (etosnd it convenient totake the secoud 
point first, I¢ was argued on behalf of Fong 
Chun-un that the Building Authority had 
never shown that the plans as subsequently 
produced were bad, and (lat therefore he mnst 
approve.

The tonnage of British 
and foreign men-of-war docked during the 
past six months shows a decrease of 73,500 
tons, a falling off largely attribntable to the 
arrival in the Philippines of the floati-g dock, 
not s single American vessel having come to as 
for docking since then. On the other hand the 
tonuage of merchant vessels shows dn increase 
over the previous six months of! sdme 19,98 
tons, the tonnage docked since lst July being 
for this class of vessel, 466,369 tons. While we 
have not been gles in ok cohstruction of 
any large vessels lately, a glanceiat our report 
will show that: we hece pot been idle in the

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buildiog yard, quite a number of emall 
haviog been turned out and others are Kow 
nearing completion; this work, together with 
the r-pairs to the numerons vessels damaged in 
September, last, has kept as fully employed for 
mouths ;ast.

As 
am ple provi-:ion has been mads for depreciation

Keserve Fand which b-ing iuvested in our 
business is really additional capital, and not 
actual fands kept in reserve as if shanld be. 
The result of the year's work is, I trust, 
satisfactory to shareholdere, but it wonld 
undoubledly have been worse owing fo the 
course of exchange which enabled cement 
makers at home to offer their brands ont 
here al lower silver prices, prices which w-, of 
course, were forced to accept or lose t @ basi- 
ness ; had it not been for our increased output 
which offset this teduction in prices. in other 
words, we did a larger business to make up for 
lower prices. As for the future, although I do 
not care to indulge in prophecy, [ can say that 
this year has begun well, and that our pres-nt 
prospects are very good if«xchange does not 
hit us any harder. The consomption of cem-nt 
as every engineer will tell you; is increasing, 
and will increase. ‘I'he use of reinforced c-ment 
concrete ia growing rapidly all over the world, 
and should be especially in favour out here 
where our buildings are so subject to tha attacks 
of white ants, dry rot, ete. ‘lhe rotary kilns 
which we added last year took longer then 
we anticipated to get into thorough work- 
ing order, but they are causing little trouble 
now and their 


outturn is giving us the 
greatest satisfaction; in fact they have 
produced so much more than was aati- 


clpated that to enable the grinding plant to 
keep up with them we had to order additions, 
mills. These with the New Boiler Extension 
and New Saw Mill Building principally account 
for the expenditure of $186,000 
where, as I (old you last year, we did nat expect 
to spend more money. Another lac has been 
speaot at Macao, but it has been well spenton 
economies from which we are making sno 
excellent saving in working expenses. As you

lighters and about $349,000. more in stocks of 
cement, and raw maetrial on hind equal to 

26,000, making » total expenditure of over 
$1,000,000. Our stock of cement is large. bit 
not too large for our purposes, as 
new cement takes a long time to mature, 
and thos we are compelled to carry large 
quantities in stock. We cannot, as you 
quite understand, afford to allow gresn cement 
to go out of the factory. In this way the 
$500,000 we received from you for new capital 
and the increase of nearly six lxcs iu ‘he 
overdraft at the baok is accounted for. The 
payment of the dividend will inorcase the latter 
by $250,000. and this brings me to the old 
question of more funds, for we cannot go on 
doing a bigger and a bigger business withont 
more and more capital, and we canvot always 
depend on borrowing money from our binkers. 
We require roughly $1,100,000, to make aos 
comfortable, and to get this we propose {o issue 
200,110" shares to rLarebolders, one new for obe 
old, calling up on each $5.50 in one payment in

Thea Anbe ilerald trans'ates from the Ozaka 
Macuiteht: an account of an interview with | 
Captain Azama, Military Attache to HI. 
Peinea Fanshimi, who gave the followin 
acc-ant of tha mishap to the P. & O. &. 
Deranha : 

“ Tha passe ngers on board were His Highness 
and auita and two foreigners, besides an official 
ef the Nippor Yasen Kaisha.

As. however, Princa Fachimi was on board, the

operations inexchange. It is early yet ta recgive 
advices frow the QOut-ports, hut ‘Tientsin is 
reputed to be in a fair-y promising condition 
aud is evide tly in want of supplies, #3 upwards 
af 2.000 packages were shipped up via Ching-wan- 
tuo the first day market opened here. Better 
news comes down from Newchwany, where goods 
are alge wanted, and it is arranged to despatch a 
fair quantity via Dalny almost inimedintely, 
through a Ja;anese Hong. We are credibly 
inf. rmed that the Japanese inakers are not meet- 
ing with the auccess they anticipated, and already 
shipments have been curtailed as they cannot 
affurd to continue selling at the attractive prices 
erstwhile in vuxue. The Russian Army is 
expected ta complete the evacuation of Manchuria 
hy the end of this month, and already the 1.C.M. 
Customs have atranged to establish Cust ans- 
houses in the North of the Provineé, and foreign 
Commissioners have received their appointments, 
while active nepyotiationg are going on with 
regard te the Southern Ports and places of entry. 
Avevival of free shipments to Manchuria from 
this is the one thing needful to resuscitate this 
market especially as far as American goods are 
concerned. Meanwhile the howe markets could 
not be in a more favourable position for assisting 
the trade here. the high prices prevailing, and 
the restricted shipments should give holders 
every opportunity of realising theie stoc!s to the 
greatest advantage, but at the sams time [in- 
porters will have to content themselves with a 
comparatively lean year. The inarket in) Man- 
chester is very stroug with manufacturer. full of 
work for a long distance ahead. The price of 
Cotten in Liverp ol has kept very fle during the 
interval at slightly over Gd., but during the Inst 
few days sawe weakness has been displayed, 
to-day's quotation for Mid-American being 5.03d. 
For Evyptiau the price advanced to 11 fd., but 
to-day's telegraw knocks off the fraction. The 
New York market shows no cigo of relaxing from 
the strong position it has held for sa long now, 
the incidental quotation for business done and 
offering plainly showing there is no intention of 
making any special endeav vir te cater for this 
trade.

A fair quantity of 
cirgo has heen forwarded thia week to the ice-free 
port of Dalny on account of Newchwang met- 
chanta, some 4,500 packages of assorted goods 
going forward, the breaking up of the ice in the 
latter port not taking place until abont a month 
later. First reports after the China New Year 
are just in from Hankow, and on the whole give 
a satisfactory account, piece goods merchanta 
having had a small but prosperous year, while 
native banks there have also had a profitable year 
out of nearly all branches of trade.
